SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dalton: 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report : 

The  school  district  on  June  30  last  had  a  deficit 
of  $124.37.  The  budget  presented  to  the  school  district 
meeting  last  March  for  this  school  year  has  been  in- 
creased because  of  increased  demands  for  high  school 
tuition,  transportation  and  repairs.  The  estimated 
total  is  $11,164.19.  The  district  appropriation  was 
$5,500.00  and  the  state  aid  was  $4,501.86.  The  amount 
received  from  dog  licenses  is  usually  about  $65.00. 
The  sum  of  these  three  amounts  is  about  $1,100.00  less 
than  the  needs  of  the  district  for  the  present  year. 
Assurance  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  an 
additional  sum,  advance  adjustment,  not  in  excess  of 
$500.00,  will  reduce  the  deficit  of  next  June  30  to 
$600.00  or  slightly  more. 

The  budget  presented  for  next  year  totals  $10,- 
750.00.  Adding  to  that  an  estimated  deficit  of  $600.00 
the  total  needs  for  the  year  closing  in  June,  1940  are 
$11,350.00.  The  state  aid  allotment  is  approximately 
$4,750.00.  The  difference  is  $6,600.00.  An  appropri- 
ation of  $6,000.00  is  the  smallest  that  would  seem  wise 
this  year.  Slight  savings  of  course  may  be  possible  but 
will  not  be  enough  to  expect  a  balance  even  with  this 
appropriation. 

The  $5.00  tax  on  the  equalized  valuation  re- 
quired by  law  for  the  support  of  elementary  schools 
is  $2,561.54.  The  other  statutory  requirements  of  the 
budget  total  $3,269.00.  The  deficit  at  the  close  of  this 
year  will  be  over  $600.00.  The  sum  of  these  amounts 
is  $6,430.00. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  teaching  person- 
nel in  your  schools  other  than  in  the  change  of  cadets 
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in  the  high  school.  Mr.  Bennett  has  been  retained  in 
the  mechanic  arts  department  and  has  that  work  well 
organized  now  in  grades  seven,  eight,  nine  and  ten. 
With  the  present  equipment  it  is  not  wise  to  extend  the 
eourses  in  woodworking  beyond  grade  ten.  You  will 
probably  need  to  purchase  some  equipment  for  these 
courses  for  next  year  if  the  normal  school  uses  cadet 
teachers.  Mr.  Bennett  has  used  his  own  machines 
for  much  of  the  work.  Neither  the  State  Board  ot 
Education  nor  the  normal  school  may  be  in  a  position 
to  furnish  equipment  for  the  building  in  the  future. 
The  expense  for  the  woodworking  need  not  be  large  as 
the  school  already  owns  many  of  the  hand  tools. 

Your  program  of  studies  now  includes  four  years 
of  home  economics  and  four  years  of  commerce.  Yoti 
are  probably  offering  all  of  the  practical  arts  courses 
yoti  can  at  present.  Courses  in  crafts  are  being  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  first 
time.  As  soon  as  the  normal  school  pupils  are  pre- 
pared to  teach  these  the  introduction  of  one  year's 
work,  at  least,  shotild  be  considered.  The  cost  of 
eciuipment  would  not  be  large  and  the  subject  matter 
would  be  valuable. 

Under  our  present  testing  program  standard  in- 
telligence tests  are  given  in  grades  one,  four,  seven,  nine 
and  twelve.  A  general  achievement  test  is  given  near 
the  close  of  the  school  year  in  grades  four  to  eight  in- 
clusive, and  reading  tests  are  given  in  the  first  three 
grades.  The  intelligence  tests  given  the  senior  class, 
and  tests  in  two  subjects  also  given  the  seniors,  are 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  results  of  these  tests  should  be  helpful  to  the 
teachers  in  judging  ability  and  achievement.  Some 
silent  reading  tests  have  been  given  this  year. 

The  high  school  building  is  now  in  good  condition. 
The  interior  of  the  old  part  of  the  building  was  paint- 
ed during  the  past  stimmer.     Only  minor  repairs  will 
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be  needed  during  the  next  year.  Some  repairs  are 
needed  in  the  elementary  buildings.  New  paint  on  the 
interior  of  these  buildings  is  the  most  important  to  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils.  If  these  buildings  are  to  be  con- 
tinued in  use  for  many  years,  both  should  have  jacket- 
ed stoves  and  chemical  toilets. 

The  enrollment  of  Dalton  pupils  for  the  school 
year  closing  last  June  w^as  158.  This  is  the  largest 
enrollment  for  several  years.  The  high  school  enro. 
ment  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Next 
year  the  senior  high  school  enrollment  will  probably 
be  slightly  larger  than  this  year,  and  the  junior  high 
enrollment  slightly  smaller.  Attendance  statistics  for 
a  period  of  years  are  printed  on  a  page  following  this 
report. 

I   thank  you  for  your   cooperation   in   all   of  my 
efforts  for  school  progress  in  Dalton.
